DUBLIN, July 30.— Frank Brooke, 
Chairman of the Dublin & Southeastern 
Railway, was shot dead at: his ‘office 
at the Westland Row terminus head- 
quarters of the company early this af- 
ternoon. Mr. Brooke was Deputy Lieu- 
tenant for County Wicklow and was 
a close friend of Lord:’French and a 
frequent visitor at the Viceregal- Lodge. 
He served as member of a committee on 
Irish reconstruction appointed last year 
by the Viceroy. 

Three armed men entered the premises, 
which overlook the Westland Row sta- 
tion, and proceeded quickly to Mr. 
Brooke's office, which opens off a long 
corridor, the door. being marked ‘“* Pri- 
vate.’’ Mr. Brooke, whose hours of at- 
tendance were ‘not regular,”.was seated

men pointed their revolvérs: at Mr.

Messrs. Brooke and.Cotton were 
standing near the window on.the left 
side of the roof, and the tuilet came 
through the window. ©The victim. made 
@ Move'to, escape by stepping in the di- 
rection. of the firpplace, but at that mo- 
ment came the volley from the men who 
had ‘entered the room. Mr. Brooke never 
uttered a word and must have died al- 
most immediately. 

Several shots were also fired at Mr. 
Cotton, who narrowly escaped injury by 
taking shelter under a table. Other 
bullets discharged at Mr. Brooke car- 
ried into another room,-and a girl type- 
writer had a narrow escape. She had 
just: left her machine and crossed to 
the other side of the office when a bul- 
let ripped through the table at which 
shé had been seated and smashed the 
machine. 

The assassins were not disguised in 
any way, and after the shooting walked 
calmly away. <An official in a neigh- 
boring office says that at least eight 
shots were fired. One report rang out, 
followed almost immediately by three 
more. Then there were three more 
reports, and finally a single shot. 
The half-dozen empty cartridge cases 
afterward found outside the room were 
of large size, and on the cap end was 
stamped ‘“‘ E 141," 

Consternation reigned in the station 
at the sound of the firing. A train was 
due_at the time, and the large crowd 
awaiting its arrival was greatly 
alarmed. 

Mr. Brooke was removed to the hos- 
pital, where life was found to be ex- 
tinct. There was a large bullet hole 
under his left arm, the bullet having 
evidently penetrated the lung. Mr. 
Brooke ‘had a five-chambered revolver, 
fully loaded, in his right-hand coat 
pocket. { 

He was the son of Sir George F. 
Brooke, Chairman of a famous firm of 
Dublin wine merchants. He owned 
tates in County Wexford and at Cel- 
bridge, County Kildare. He was a 
member of the Carlton Club of London, 
and the Kildare Street and Sackville 
Clabs of’ Dublin, a prominent member 
of the Turf Club and a familiar figure 
at all the Irish race courses. He had 
twice ‘contested the South Fermanagh 
seat in the Unionist interest.

Just as Loftis- opened 
the door to let me in he slipped and 
fell. I picked him up. He was uncon- 
scious. We: worked over him for some 
time, my fiancée and I, but we could 
not revive him. The docter-told us hé 
Was dead."’ : 

The police say there -was.a small mark 


above the right eye, and a few scratches 


on the chest. They saw nothing to in- 
dicate that. there had been a struggle, 
or violence in connection with the death. 
The marks on the body, they said, 
might have been made by the fall. 

Soon after midnight the  coroner’s 
physician stated that Mr. Loftis had 
died’ from. hemorrhages of the brain 
which could have been caused by a 
blow. on the head. A broken whisky 
bottle was found by the police not far 
from the jeweler’s body. 

A table in the diningroom had deen 
set for two. There were two glasses 
that gave off the aroma of liquor, two 
bottles containing a small quantity of 
liquor, two water bottles almost emptied, 
@ small square of ice in a glass and 
‘the dishes soiled with the ashes of 
Cigarettes. Evidently no food had been 
served, nothing but. cigarettes and 
liquors. There was whisky or wine or 
cordials or liquors everywhere in the 
room and cigars. 

Loftis was divorced in 1912 and since 
then has had bachelor quarters in Ken- 
‘more Avenue.

ALLIES SET LIMITS 
FOR POLISH TERMS 


Won’t Be Allowed to Change.

NOR ARE THEY TO DISARM 


Use of Poland as. Bridgehead 
Between Russia and Ger- 
many Forbidden. 


PARIS, July 30.—The limitations which 
Great Britain and France yould put 
upon Soviet demands of Poland in the 
arranging of an armistice: are sét forth 
in a notification which has been dis- 


patched to the Warsaw Government by 
the British and French Governments, it 
was learned here today. Poland re- 
quested the views of Great Britain and 
France on possible armistice terms; and 
the Governments at London and Paris 
have notified the Polish Government that 
they will not permit Poland to accept 
possible Soviet armistice demands in- 
volving: 

First—Whole or. partial disarmament 
of Poland. 

Second—A change in-the Polish system 
of government dictated or brought about 
by the Soviets. 

Third--Acceptance by ‘Poland of « 
boundary line less favorable than that 
provisionally drawn by Premier Lioyd 
George. 

Fourth-—The use of Poland as a bridge- 
head, in any sense, between Germany 
and Russia. 

As bearing on the military situation, 
it develops that vast stocks of: munitions 
from the Allies are moving toward War- 
saw today from Danzig, on the Baltic, 
and from Rumania and Czechoslovakia. 
These munitions were for the most part 
originally dispatched for the army of 

General Denikin, but were delayed on 
the way until too late to be available 
for hig use. The munitions being. sent 
from Danzig, however, were shipped re- 
qgntly for the especial use of Poland.

Ambulance Surgeon Hamilton found 
that Khe had a dangerous knife wound 
over the heart.

BLUEBEARD VICTIMS, 


Landru, Held for Murder of Ten 
Frenchwomen, Faces Last 
Link in Evidence. ‘ 


SKELETONS IN VILLA ASHES 


256 Bone Fragments, 47 Teeth, 
Sifted’— He Traveled “Return,”

PARIS, July 30.—Three of ‘“‘Bluebeard’’ 
Landru’s ten missing fiancées have been 
found. After sifting all of the cinders 
and the rubbish:at his villas at Gambais 
and Vernouillet and examining the bones 
these contained, doctors have been able 
to piece together fragments and teeth 
which show that at least three human 
bodies were burned and that these were 
women. 

In this way the one missing link in 

the chain of evidence against this most 
extraordinary of murderers ‘seems com- 
plete. The rest of his trial is likely 
to be a quick affair. 
“It*is fifteen months Since Landru was 
arrested on suspicion of having done 
away with ten women te whom he had 
been engaged and whose furniture and 
effects after their disappearance he re- 
moved and sold to his profit. Circum- 
stantial evidence was heavy against 
him. 2 

He had kept a diary, and accounts of all 
his affairs, which showed that he had 
known these women. Villagers at two 
places where he had houses testified 
to having seen several women arrive 
with him, and none, they said, ever 


left. Also they declared that there were 
sometimes seen great clouds of smoke 
pouring from the chimneys of his cot- 
tages at night and a terrible odor of 
burnt flesh. 

Sinister facts in evidence’ showed the 
remarkable character of Landru, who 
from being a churchgoing man and 
model husband and father had become 
a human vampire. There were-stran 
contradictions in all that he did. e 
always gave his children good advice, 
though he left his wife in order to live 
with another woman. To this other 
—— he was always kind and she 

new nothing of his mysterious comings 
and goings. 

His relationship with his victims was 
usually established through advertise- 
ments, and it was one of the more 
sinister of all the items of evidence 
deduced from his diary of expenses that, 
when he took them to his country

The task of examining ashes and cin- 
ders at the two villas was confined to # 
large number of experts. There were in 
all about 200 pounds weight of bones 
found in the two gardens, and it was 
necessary, first, to prove that any of 
them were human. Bones of moles, 
birds, sheep, cattle and chickens were 
separated out. There remained about ten 
pounds weight of charred f ents. 

Patiently the anthropolo s set to 
work, Among the fragments they iden- 
tified 256 as being parts of human -bones, 
and they found as well forty-seven hu- 
man teeth.

After 5 months’ research, é doc- 
tors declare they have found three fron- 
tal, three occipi 
bones belo: to .three different pe- 
riods, as well as forty-eight little bones 
from hands and more from human feet. 

From the ossified nature of the struc- 
tures between the cranial bones and 
from the teeth, the doctors declare they 
have proved that the bones were those 
of adult women, 
breakage they are convinced that the 
bodies were hacked to pieces with a 
hatchet before bei burned. 

One more proof has been established 
by chemical examination of the 200 
pounds of cinders discovered. . The per- 
centage of phosphates, the chemists de- 
clare, shows that at least twenty pounds 
weight bones were destroyed.

This is the position which the United 
States Government has maintained con- 
sistently, and the whole attitude of of- 
ficials, despite their reticence, shows 
that it has again been set forth with 
especial. reference to the occupation of 
the Russian portion of Saghalin and the 
continued dtcupation of Viadivostok and 
other Siberian territory. by Japanese 
troops. 

It is the generally accepted view in 
informed circles in Washington that. the 
United States, Japan and all the nations 
that wére allied in war against the Cen- 
tral Powers are acting as Trustees for

He Says France Will Get 80 Per 
Cent. of Coal Requirements at 20° 
Per Cent. Less Than Now. 


PARIS, July 80 (Associated Press).— 
Premier Millerand again won the sup- 
port of the Chamber of Deputies for his 
Government today. His Spa coal ar- 
rangement was approved in the face of 
an adverse report by the Commission on 
Finances: He obtained a favorable vote 
of 356°to 169 for adoption of the recom- 
mendation of a 200,000,000 franc monthiy 
advance to Gérmany. 

The Commission on Finances had ad- 
vised against supporting the Govern- 
ment’s bill authorizing advances of 1,- 
200,000,000 francs to Germany within six 

onths, while its Foreign Affairs Com- 
mission approved the measure: as the 
only thing to be done, although deplor- 
ing the bitterness of -France’s fate. 

“Coal is the question of the. hour,” 
said Premier Millerand. ‘The Spa 
agreement gives us 80 per cent. of our 
needs at a-price one-fifth less than now. 
If there were no opposition party, 
arrangement would be aprpoved u \- 
mously.’’ ‘ 

The Premier. explained how Germany 
would be interestéd in deliveries through 
the five marks gold per ton payment for 
feeding the miners and. through the ad- 
vances if full deliveries. were made. 

**If you refuse to pass this bill,’’ M. 
Millerand said, ‘‘ then our obligation to 
make advances ceases, but at the same 
time there disappears the coal protocol 
for 2,000,000 tons monthly to the Allies, 
the control commission vanishes, and fi- 
nally there vanishes the: provision for 
occupation of the Ruhr if Germany does 
not deliver 6,000,000 tons at the date 
fixed. You take also from our Belgian 
and Italian friends the coal Germany 
promised to deliver.” 

Referring to remarks that the treaty 
should be executed, he reminded the 
Deputies that France had been getting 
from 500,000 to 800,000 tons monthly. 

* Let me confront you with your re- 
sponsibilities,” the Premier added. 
‘There will be not only responsibility 
for a coal shortage just before Winter, 
but a higher and more serious one.”’ 

M. Millerand referred to the present 
closeness of the Allies; It was not only 


necessary in facing Germany, but also, 
he said, in looking to the Hast. ’ “ There 
is needed the close, intimate, confident 
union of all the ‘Allies and of the Allies 
alone,” he declared. 

The Premier reminded the Deputics 
that the Spa arrangement obliged Ger- 
many to get advances through the Allies. 
He pointed out Germany’s financial sub- 
ordination and added that the Allies 
controlled . Germany's possessions, 50 
that she could. not dispose of them to 
neutrals. :

DISARM MILITARY POLICE. 


Sinn Feiners’ Spectacular Exploit in 
Heart of Dublin—Affrays of Day. 


DUBLIN, Jyly 30.—Three soldiers and 
three Sinn Feiners were wounded last 
night when.a body of the latter dis- 
armed a detail of military police in the 
heart of Dublin. The coup is said to 
have been the most audacious and spec- 
tacular that the Sinn Feiners have ac- 
complished in the matter of disarming 
the military. - 

The military police, whose function 
it is to keep the soldiers in order, are 
posted at Trinity College and at the 
Bank of Ireland, opposite the ceritre of 
Dublin traffic and within view of the 
principal Dublin Police Station. In the 
disorder last night about ten Sinn 
Feiners held up the pickets at the bank, 
completely disarmed them, took away 
their revolvers and then mingled un- 
concernedly in the crowds emerging 
from the Theatre Royal.

THE WAR MEMORIAL. 
‘I seent a disposition to rush this 
through,’’: said the -President of the 


‘Borough of Manhattan at the meeting 


of the Mayor’s War Memorial Com- 
mittee. The same odor has long beén 
evident, to other nostrils. Out of a 
membership of 250 only twenty-three 
were present, or less than one in ten; 
yet, in the face of numerous and ve- 
hement objections, the next meeting, 
at which ‘the form of the memorial 
may be determined for all time, was 
postponed only until Aug. 16, which 
falls in the deadest week of midsum- 
mer. If the purpose is to secure a 
calm and stimulating discussion from 
those best qualified to inform public 
opinion, thd August meeting. will be, 
if that is possible, less fruitful than 
the meeting in July. 

If the. decision had been taken last 
hursday by a vote of the twenty- 
three, the indications are that we 
should all de committed to a 
** memorial ’’ bridge—built to carry 
railway trains, trolleys and automo- 
piles over the Hudson. Such a bridge 
may be desirable from the utilitarian 
point of view;-and, though it would 
cost probably $100,000,000—far .more 
than tunnels that would carry- an 
equal volume of traffic—it may some 
day be built. But as a-war memorial 
it could only -be.a monstrous futility. 
The; jury of artists, while conceding 
that it gave ‘‘ opportunities for beau- 
tiful design,’’ dismissed it as ‘‘ @hiefly. 
utilitarian:’’ and as ‘‘ likely to be so 
‘* encumbered with car lines and noisy 
‘‘ @pproaches as to defeat the memo- 
‘rial intention.’’’ Mr. Curran de- 
clared that ‘‘ you might as well talk 
of a subway as a solemn monument.”’ 

Let us calm ourselves with a glance 
across the ocean. France, which has 
@ native instinct and an , educated 
taste in public memorials which have 
never been rivaled since ‘‘ the glory 
‘* that was. Greece and the grandeur 
‘*that was Rome,’’ has decided to 
take. counsel for ten years, for fear 
of committing an atrocity upon her 
heroic dead. England, .on the other 
hand, which is already monumentally 
guilty of the Albert Memorial and the 
Shakespeare Memorial Building at 
Stratford, is trembling even more 
perilously than we are upon the brink 
of abysmal folly.
